FOE HELD AT OUTSKIRTS 


Fighting For Stalingrad 
Hits Peak of Ferocity

After three weeks of al-| 
ready frightful struggle on 
the immediate approaches to 
Stalingrad, main theatre of| 
the world conflict, the Ger-| 
man offensive achieved peak 
ferocity today against the| 
elastic Russian defence and/ 
the Germans claimed two! 
pentrations of the city itself. 

By Russian accounts, however, 
the battered capital of the lower 
Volga region still fiew her red 
banners of battle, with the foe 
checked once more on the out- 
skirts. 

The Germans said Stalingrad had 
been entered in both the southern 
énd_ northwestern ‘sections. The | 
southern penetration was first re- | 
ported yesterday, the northwestern | 
today. The latest German claim to- | 
day said dominating heights in the 
northwest of the city had been oc- 
cupied, 


YIELD SOME GROUND 


Typical of the repeated rectifica- 
tions in the semi-circle of defence 
was the Russian announcement that 
precious ground had been yielded | 
southwest of Stalingrad but only | 
until strength could be marshalled 
to stop and then blunt the new 
penetration. 

British, Canadian and Russian 
airmen flailed Germany from the 
west and east during last night. 

The Russian objectives in Ger- 
many had not been identified but 


a German broadcast dispatch said 
the Russians also bombed Buch- 
arest, Rumania’s capital, and “in- 
effectively attacked” the oil field 
section around Ploesti, also in 
Rumania, 

The dispatch said it had been 
rumored that parachutists were 
landed in the Ploesti region, but 
added “no confirmation of this re- 
port is forthcoming.” 


SEA-BORNE LANDINGS 

The German suggestion that Rus- 
sian saboteurs might have been 
landed in this rich oil region fitted 
into the widening pattern of such 
attacks by the British and Russians 
during the week-end 

These were topped by a British 
action against Tobruk on the Medi-| 
terranean and a Russian marine 
landing behind German positions 
facing northernmost Russia along 
the Barents Sea 

The sea-borne Russians struck 
into either Finland or Norway. 
This action, it was reported yes- 
terday from Moscow, resuited in 
capture of 200 prisoners and des- 
truction of considerable material,

No Storing of 
Tough Grain 
In Alberta 


Alberta farmers should avoid 
threshing or combining until 
grain is dry, Hon, D, Bruce Mac- 
Millan, minister of agriculture, 
warned Monday in a statement 
on harvesting. 

His statement follows; 
Alberta's wheat and coarse grain 
crop this year has possibilities of 
producing highest vields in the 
history of the province. Unfortun- 
ately, adverse harvest weather, 
with wind and rain, has prevailed, 


with the résult that crops in most 
sections are wto weeks late in rip- 
ening, with considerable lodging 
in many fields. 


1S DISASTROUS 


The combining of lodged crops 
or immature crops is sure to yield 
tough or damp grain. Too early 
threshing will be equally  disas- 
trous. Grain which is tv be stored 
must be dry, because of limited 
Storage facilities. Tough grain 
must be moved frequently, and 
this connat be done in over-crowd- 
ed elevators or home granaries. 


Elevator agents will be com- 
pelled to refuse storage for 
tough grain. Risks are too 


great, Heating may take place 
in bins, which may not only spoil 
the grain, but which may also 
cause fire in the elevator. Grain 
mites also thrive when the mois- 
ture content of the crop is high. 
Farm storage of tough grain is 
subject to he same risks. 


Farmers throughout the _ pro- 
vince should avoid threshing or 
combining untli grain is dry. The 
crop is safer stooked in the field 
than when stored in a tough con- 
dition in a bin. 

The provincial department of 
agriculture asks for co-operation 
of all farmers in this matter.

Mosher Urges

On War Output 


OTTAWA, Sept. 14,.—(CP)—A,. 

R, Mosher, president of the Ca- 
nedian Congress of Labor, in an 
address prepared for delivery to 
the annual convention of the 
Congress today called on labor 
to centre its entire efforts on es- 
sential war production and avoid 
disputes or other action which 
might hamper Canada’s output 
of war materials. 

“We must not endanger the war 
effort, no matter how great the 
provocation may be to do so, by 
strikes or slowdowns in war in- 
dustry.” he said. “Not a single day's 
production of war materials should 
be lost through any action on the 
part of the workers, for that means 
a loss, not to the employer or the 
government alone, but to the 


POLICY FAVORED 


“Even though this may entail the 
acceptance of hardships, the endur- | 
ance of unfair treatment in many | 
instances, and the temporary aband- | 
onment of rights which have been | 
won only by long and bitter strug- 
gle, I believe that this is the policy 
which the workers organized in the 
chartered and affiliated unions of 
the congress ought to follow for tue 
duration,” 

“There are many matters upon 
which we do not see eye to eye

DEFECT IN POLICY 

Chief defect in the government's 
labor policy in the past had been 
failure to provide protection for 
the right of workers to organize 
freely and bargain collectively, Mr.

calling national conferences in 
basic industries, to form industrial | 
councils and provide adequate 
labor representation on government 
bodies. 

“Speaking generally, manage* 
ments appear to be unwilling to 
discuss production policies with 
committees of their employees and 
the result is a mutual lack of con- 
fidence which is extremely detri- 
mental to good relationships as 
well as to output of war materials,” 
he continued. 

The suggestion had been 
made, even by persons who con- 
sidered themselves friendly to 
labor, that there should be no 
extension of the labor movement 
during war. 

“Labor unions are being increas 
ingly recognized as vital and essen 
tial factors in the social and indus- 
trial structure of a nation, and to 
stop organizing new groups of 
workers now would be as unwise as 
to stop recruiting members for the 
armed forces or bringing new work- 
ers into war production plants when 
larger numbers !n both these forms 
of service were required.”

It may well be argued that! 


the mighty propaganda 
launched by both sides in this 
war over the merits of the 
peace they intend to set up 
after victory is wasted effort. 
Obviously the kind of peace 
the world gets depends on 


who wins. If we lose, we 
know very well what is in 
store for us—or we should 
know. 


And yet both the Axis and the 

United Nations continue to ham- 
mer away at the theme. You 
might think that Hitler, with his 
troops and Gestapo sitting tight 
on the continent of Europe, would 
not have to bother with making 
glittering promises about the new 
order. That he does both is proof 
that he realizes that he has not 
conquered the minds of the peo- 
ple he so brutally rules. 
“For our part we cannot forget 
the deadly effectiveness of Allied 
propaganda toward the end of the 
last day when the spreading of 
the Wilsonian promises of freedom 
to the subject peoples and demo 
erecy for all played an important 
par! in the break-up of the enemy 
empires 


NEED FORCEFUL LEAD 


No impartial observer would say 
thet United Nations propaganda is 
anywhere near so effective today 
as was Allied propaganda in 1918 
Our statesmen nave not given the 
necessary lead, and without a 
forceful lead, without a dynamic 
policy, no propaganda can be very 
successful. We are, however, mak- 
ing a timid beginning. And, judg- 
ing by the angry enemy reaction, 
that beginning has been rather suc- 
cessful. It is evident that Berlin, 
faring its fourth war winter, the 
failure of its hopes in Russia, the 


mounting discouragement of its 
own under-nourished people and 
the growing resentment of the 


Sterving conquered populations, is 
taking more and more notice of the 
effect our propaganda, weak as it | 
is. is having on the people’s of | 
Europe. | 
Take specifically the Axis reac- 
tion to four recent utterances 
concerning our peace aims by the 
President, Vice-President Henry 
Wallace, Secretary of State Cor- | 
dell Hull, and Under-Secretary 
of State Sumner Welles. In each 
case the lengths to which Axis 
propagandists went to counter 
the effect of these four pro- 
nouncements upon their own and 
conquered peoples showed the 
measure of their concern, 


The most violent Nazi reaction 
was to the president's address to 
the International Student Assembly 
in Washington. There probably was 
a reason for this. It is well known 
that Hitler's most fanatical sup- 
porters in the Reich are the nation’s 
youth. It is not so well known that 
Hitler at the moment is quietly lay- 
ing the foundation for a European 
youth movement. If he can develop 
the same fanaticism towards him- 
self among the youth of Europe that 
he has achieved in Germany, he 
need not worry about what thé old 
folks think of the new order.

Von Schirach hastily called a 
meeting of the European youth 
union in Vienna, proudly announc- 
fmg in advance that the youth of 
fifteen nations “will unanimously 
reject this hypocritical message of 
Roosevelt.”

G. Taggart, chairman of the Bacon 
Board, and foods administrator of 
the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, appealed last night to con- 
sumers throughout Canada to re- 
frain from buying fresh pork, | 
bacon or ham during the next 
seven weeks. | 
Purpose of the appeal — issued | 
through the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board — is to enable the} 


tory weekly shipments of bacon to} 
Britain so as to assure the con- 
tinuance of the British bacon ration 


(The bacon ration in Britain is| 
four ounces per person a week.) 


MAINTAIN SHIPMENTS 

With the co-operation of Cana-| 
dian consumers during the next few | 
weeks, until about Nov, 1, ship- 
ments of bacon to Britain can be 
maintained, Mr. Taggart said. It is 
expected that additional hogs will 
be marketed early in November. 

The bacon board is reducing 
the quantity of pork and bacon 
that may be sold in the domestic 
market to 50 per cent of the nor- 
mal weekly sales in 1940, 
Consumers in Canada, Mr. Tag- 
gart said, can control the volume 
of hogs slaughtered on farms or |} 
by butchers for sale on city mar- 
kets or in small shops in villages, 
town and cieies. If the gonsumer 
refrains from buying pork for the 
next seven weeks, many more hogs

“Wild West” France 


At Nantes four gunmen invaded a 
court room, shot the presiding magis- 
trate, wounded two court attendants, 
and made off with a prisoner who was 
being tried on a charge of “terrorism”. 

Nantes is in the occupied zone of 
France, “Terrorism” is the mis-used term 
applied to French patriots who attack 
Nazi soldiers, commit sabotage, or flout 
the edicts of Stuelpnagel. These facts 
give ihe virtue of heroism to what would 
otherwise be an act of outlawry. 


Likely enough the man rescued was 
slated to be shot or sent to a cencentration 
camp for something no more serious than 
eating a few bites more food than the 
gauleiter prescribes as ration for .a 
Frenchman. The rescuers of course knew 
they could expect no mercy if captured. 

Their action was exceptional in kind 
only, but typical of the rising tide of re- 
volt. It indicates the desperation to which 
tyranny is driving the people of the oc- 
cupied region, and suggests the readiness 
with which multitudes there will rally 
against their oppressors when the arrival 
of a strong Allied invading force makes it 
possible and useful for them to do so,

They Speak For Themselves 


Mr. Churchill told the House of Com- 
mons at London, quite correctly, that the 
Congress party represents neither the 
people of India nor even the Hindu masses, 
It does represent the impossible idealism 
of Gandhi and the far from idealistic am- 
bitions of the self-appointed group of sub- 
leaders who have attached themselves to 
him. 

It is notable however that even his 
curious assortment of lieutenants accept- 
ed Sir Stafford Cripps’ proposal, and 
turned against it only when the Mahatma 
called for a campaign of civil disobedi- 
ence. How little they and their followers 
share the Gandhi spirit was shown when 
they propmtly turned his campaign of 
non-violence into a race war, so far as 
their talents and influence enabled them 
to do so, 

That they accomplished no more than 
stirring up bloody riots in a half-dozen 
centres—and getting themselves locked up 
without a [lindu revolt following—is the 
measure of the claim of these lieutenants 
to represent the Hindu masses or the mul- 
titude of tribes which make up the popula- 
tion of the great peninsula, 

That the troubles have ended with the 
jailing of the Congress leaders is not prob- 
able; it is easier to start racial strife than 
it is to stop it. But what has been clearly 
demonstrated is that the party is not com- 
petent to speak for India, nor even for the 
majority race. “ 


Between Two Fires 


Frankfurt and Duesseldorf were ham- 
mered again last week by Allied bombers 
based in Britain, while industrial and rail- 
way centres in east Germany were pound- 
ed by the Red airmen, 

These raids from both sides of the 
Reich have developed into a set pattern. 
They alternate when the weather in one 
area is unfavorable, and go on concurrent- 
ly when clear skies make flying conditions 
good in both. 

This of course does not just “happen.” 
The operations are quite obviously part 
of a general plan to put Germany between 
the jaws of aerial “pincers.” The western 
and eastern air commands are joining to 
give Herr Hitler a demonstration of what 
his favorite ‘scissors’ manoeuvre looks 
like from the standpoint of the victim. 

Since the raiders from either side are 
going over with clocklike regularity and 
in growing numbers it is to be inferred 
that the supply of machines and fuel on 
either front is sufficient. That the dual- 
straffing will be kept up is to be supposed, 
and that it will become more intense is 
probable, 

Berlin of course continues to cheer up 
its radio audiences with assurances that 
the damage is confined to the wrecking 
of some “houses.”” But there must be a 
rapidly increasing number of Germans 
who know that Dr, Goebbels is using the 
term in the widest sense, to include 
“houses” devoted to the production of 


munitions of all sorts and to the manage- 
ment and operation of the railway sys- 
tems. 

It is not for nothing that the gauleiters

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are threatening, penalizing and kidnap- 
ping all over the occupied countries in 
order to get men into Germany for forced 
labor. They are needed to clear away the 
wreckage and repair damages to the war 
industries. Germany's production plants 
are being blown to pieces faster than they 
can be rebuilt. Photographic evidence or 
Berlin admissions are hardly needed to 
make that plain. 

An official of the Fighting French has 
been in Ottawa, possibly urging ‘“recog- 
nition” of General'de Gaulle. Canada is the 
only Empire country still maintaining 
diplomatic relations with Vichy, relations 
which in the circumstances gre more “‘dip- 
lomatic” than real. The Dominion is only 
doing so because London thought it ad-' 
visable to keep this channel of official 
communication open. If the British author- 
ities think it is no longer worth while to 
preserve the formality, the Canadian pub- 
lic will suffer no regrets at the severance 
of the rather meaningless official connec- 
tion.

Canada, one of the world’s great tim- 
ber-producing countries, is experiencing 
a scarcity of lumber “the gravest” in its 
history.

A correspondent, writing to The 
Bulletin, takes issue with what I 
had to say a few days ago about 
war marriages, 

As I remember it, I offered the 
opinion that sometimes a man who 


is married is more likely to main- 
tain his stabilityein the stress of 
wartime than a man who has no 
family ties. This correspondent ap- 
parently jumped to the conclusion 
that I was impugning the morals 
of unmarried men in the services 
and so he wrote a letter in their 
defence. 

My argument had little, if any- 
thing, to do with morals, It is suf- 
ficient for our purpose to assume 
that our boys, married and unmar- 
ried, behave with average decency 
under any circumstances, That is 
to say, I have no specific informa- 
tion that leads me to believe that 
wartime morality is greatly differ- 
ent from peacetime morality. 

My meaning was, perhaps, more 
finely drawn that that. What I in- 
tended to convey by my remark 
about marriage giving a man sta- 
bility is that the man with family 
ties is much more likely to main- 
tain a wholesome and balanced 
habit of thought than the man who 
finds himself adrift in a strange 
new world of violence, 

And that, of course, applies with 
even greater force to women,

That is what I meant by saying 
that the married man who goes into 
the services frequently has more 
Stability than the unmarried. There 
is nothing like a family for keep- 
ing one’s feet upon the ground.

Affairs of C.B.C: Still in Sad Tangle

|Not Enough Yet 


Prime Minister Mackenzie King, 
in a glowing speech this week, re- 
viewed the first three years of the 
war and told Canadians they 
should take a “legitimate pride” 
in their war effort. 

What Mr. King neglected to say 
was this: 

That splendid as Canada's effort 
has been, it is only about ten per- 
cent, or less, of what our effort 
must be to win. 

We are up against two savage 
nations that have forgotten every- 
thing else in their determination 
to destroy us. They are prepared 
to starve, freeze, endure all pain 
and die in order that every last 
one of us may be killed and our 
institutions permanently crushed, 

We can only meet this ferocious 
determination and this totality of 
sacrifice in one way.

How far, how very far we are 
from that state of mind! 

The most elementary factor in 
total war is still being neglected. 
| We are still worrying along on 
the undemocratic voluntary sys- 
tem of enlistments, the best of our 
youg men and women carrying the 
burden, while the scrubs and the 
selfish and the cowards skulk at 
home. 


Equality 

How can we have totality of sac- 
rifice without equality of sacrifice? 
How can we talk about our mag- 
nificent war effort when the war, 
to many of us, is still a remote and 
unpleasant game? 

To win this war, we have got to 
be filled and obsessed with it. We 
have got to see the point and pur- 
pose of it. We have got to picture 
in our minds the beauty and op- 
portunity and Christian righteous- 
ness of the world we are trying to 
build. 

Civilization languishes. It lan- 
guished for twenty desolate years 
under our own greed and vanity 
and indifference. It languishes, 
now, under the menace of an im- 
placable enemy. 

It is our hope — our only hope 
—that there will be kindled in this 
war a spirit capable of reviving 
it. That is the hope of the world. 
It is the hope of humanity. 

Somewhere between the stone 
of sacrifice and the flint of deter- 
mination must be struck a spark 
which is capable of illuminating 
the world.

Seen at Beaverlodge Staiion 


BEAVERLODGE.—By Septem- + 
ber 2, a total of 786 pounds of 
crabapples and 27 pounds of good 
sized standard apples had been 
weighed on the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station at Beaver- 
lodge in the Peave River region 
of northern Alberta, with most of 
the apples and a few of the crabs 
still on the trees. When all are 
gathered the total should exceed 
half a ton, according to Assistant 
John F. Moore, M.Sc. who is in 
charge of the grounds. 

Fully a dozen apple trees and a 
great many named varieties of 
crabs are fruiting. In addition, there 
are dozens of seedlings, a few of 

which are promising. 

Hibernal has been the most pro- 
ductive apple to date and Osman 
the most reliable good crab. One 
little Hibernal which began to bear 
in 1931 has missed only two years 
Since and this years is laden more} 
heavily than ever. Superior to it in 
size and flavor of fruit is a large 
yellow seedling from Morden, Man.,

Floating Debt 
Of City Lower 
By $508 78016 


The floating debt of the city of 
Edmonton has been reduced by 
$828,789.76 during the first six 
months of 1942, it was disclosed 
in a report made to city council 
by the city’s auditors, Messrs. 
Kinnaird and Aylen. This reduc- 
tion is due to a considerable ex- 
tent to the tax collections for the 
six-month period being about 
two-thirds of the levy for the 
year, 


Revenue for the six-month period 
amounted to $2,376,037.33, with ex- 
penditures $2,356,693.42, leaving a 
surplus for the period of $19,343.91. 

The expenditure for the cost of 
living bonus during the six-month 
period was $58,177.76. This has been 
absorbed by the different civic de- 
partments,

It’ was reported that “quite a 
number” of high school students 
had obtained leaves of absence 
from classes to assist in harvesting 
work due to the prevailing short- 
age of farm labor.

Still Necessary to Wipe Out Rommel 


As more and more details of the 
recent battle in Egypt reach the 
outsidé world, it becomes apparent 
that the British victory was a good 
deal more important than had been 
thought at the time. Not only has 
Rommel’s armored strength been 
impaired badly, but his loss inj 
transport vehicles has hampered his 
mobility, 

The British are wary of his traps 
and ambushes, which he has had 
plenty of time to prepare, and are 
not pursuing his retreating rear 
guard in full cry. Neveretheless, 
they have exerted continuous pres- 
sure upon him in the centre, and 
made a number of sorties in the 
south, with the result that he has 
abandoned the heights at El Meme- 
imat The possession of these 
heights gave him commande of} 
quite a considerable area and would | 
have restricted large-scale British | 
operations; so his enforced with- | 
drawal was another tactical defeat. | 
There are vague hints, to Ge" 
patches from Cairo, that German) 
transport is moving westward to- | 
ward Libya, It is very much to be} 
hoped that this does not indicate | 
preparations for a general with- 
drawal of the Axis forces into Cy- 
renaica. Rommel is supposed to be} 
ill and unable to direct operations. | 
His illness may well be a device 
invented by the propaganda depart- | 
ment to protect his reputation in 
the event of a withdrawal or to} 
cover the fact that he is absent 
from the front in consultation with} 
the general staff in Germany. 


AVOID -HIDE-AND-SEEK 

If there is one thing that must 
be avoided, it is a resumption of 
the game of hide-and-seek which 
has been continuing on the Libyan 
desert for the past two years, it is 
much more costly to the United) 
Nations than it is to the eiemy be-| 
cause of the enormous quantity of 
Allied shipping which is kept 
months at sea to supply the Army 
of the Nile. 

General Alexander's task is not 
merely to provide for the defence 


of Egypt, but to remove the Axis 
Afrika Korps from Libya alto- 
gether. This may be very difficult | 


to do if Rommel is ever allowed to 
escape from the narrow funnel be- 
tween the coast and the Quattara| 
depression in which he is now con-| 
tained. Once he has recrossed the} 
Egyptian boundary, he will be able 
to disperse his forces in the open | 
desert, regain his mobility and @ro- | 
tect himself by deployment from} 
the worse effects of air bombard- |

But {f the Quattara Depression 
makes it difficult for Rommel to}

Monday marks the 100th suc- 
cessive day devoid of fatal traffic 
accidents on city streets. This is 
the first such string of “death- 
less” days in 1942. In fact, it is 
exactly one year ago to the day 
that the last 100<day string was 
reached. 


At that time it continued four 
days more till Glenn Murray, age 
11, was fatally crushed by a truck 
at the back of his home. 

Though reaching the 100-day 
stretch is regarded as quite an 


Edmonion, it is far from the records 
set several years ago. 


MODERN RECORD 


Edmonton's modern record was 
set between October 8, 1937 and 
January 28, 1939, when no fatality 
was recorded in 477 successive days. 

Immediately prior to the fatality 
of October 8, 1937 the city enjoyed 
another streak that fell only 13 
days short of completing the year 
Mrs. Wahl met death on October 
21, 1936 and the next fatal accident 
occurred October 8, 1937 when Mrs. 
M. Music was fatally injured. 


City streets were then clear of 
fatal accidents for the balance 
of 1937, for all of 1938 and for 
28 days in 1939. The long spell 
was broken on January 28, 1939 
when Emil Splett met his death. 


Other stretches lasting more 
than 100 days in recent years were 
from June to October in 1939, and 
from Dec. 1940 to April 1941. 

Third longest stretch in recent 
years was that of 209 days from 
January 5, 1936 when David Grant 
was ‘killed, till August 1, of the 
same year when Audrey King, 6, 
met death in 2 traffic accident. 


THREE THIS YEAR 


During the first seven-and-one- 
half months of 1941 five citizens 
met deaths through traffic acci- 
| dents while this year only three 
fatalities have been recorded to 
date. 

First 1942 death was that of 
Tony Senycks,, who died several 
days following an accident on 
Kingsway avenue, when the car 
in which he was a passenger, skid- 
ded and crashed through a guard 
rail. The accident occurred Feb. 
27. 

On April 23, Gary Usher, age 3, 
was fatally injured when he ran 
against the fender of a car operated 
by John DeFrain, Ellscott, Alta. 
This accident occurred in front of 
the child’s home on the Fort Trail 
at 120 avenue, 


Last fatality to date this year 
was that of Robert “Bobby” 
Warner, 14 months, who was found 
fatally injured at the curb of the 
street near his home on June 7.
